A Well Known Miner Mys­ 
teriously Wounded. 


CHAEGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 


A Business Transaction Which Will 
Appear in Court—The Nadeau 
Property, 


A well-known miner by the name of 
Andy Robbet, was brought to a Main 
street drug store last evening about 9 
o’clock in a hack by several of his friends, 
who discovered him at a disreputable 
house down on Alameda street, badly in 
need of medical attendance. A severe 
cut had been inflicted on the back of his 
hand, and the blood was spurting from 
three severed arteries. By the time the 
police had been summoned and he was 
conveyed up stairs to the office of Drs. 
Kolb and Nadeau, be was insensible 
from the loes of blood, and for a time it 
looked as though be might have received 
a death wound. His iiand was dressed 
and ho was presently in a condition to 
give an account of what had taken place. 
He had come into the city Thursday 
from the mines and had a good deal of 
money in his possession. He went to the 
Hotel Fremont to stop, and last night 
atarted out in searcb of amusement. 
When he had more liquor in him than 
he could conveniently carry he went with 
some friend, whose samo he refused to 
the last to make known, to a house of ill- 
fame. The friend tried to borrow some 
money of him which he refused to sup­ 
ply. There was some kind of a fight. 
At one time he said that the other man 
drew a gun, and at another he 
asserted that the whole thing was 
a misunderstanding, and the wound the 
result of liis accidentally falling upon a 
cuspidor. No one could be found who 
could throw much light upon the affair. 
The woman at the house vigorously de­ 
nied that any fight had taken place 
there, and the wounded man was too 
weak and too intoxicated to give a very 
definite account of what had taken 
place. No arrests were made. 
The 
man was taken to the hotel, and at a late 
hour it appeared probable that he would 
recover from the wound. 
COXE ARRESTED. 
C h a rg e d W ith F u ib rz z lc m rn l fo r 
P e c u lia r T r a n s a c tio n s . 
J. H. Coxe, of 112 Commercial street, 
wholesale dealer in stationery and paper, 
was arrested yesterday on a charge of 
embezzlement, preferred by Mr. Wm. 
T. Anthony, of D. 8. Walton & Co., 
paper manufacturers of New York. It is 
stated that about two years ago Mr. An­ 
thony met Mr. Coxe and sold him some 
paper. Business was quite active, and 
shortly afterward Mr. Coxe desired to 
enlarge his business and to obtain paper 
from Messrs. Walton & Co. in car lots 
at carload price*. 
As Mr. An­ 
thony did not feel quite secure 
in soiling goods this way, a contract 
was made with 
Coxe 
to 
the 
effect that whatever goods he might or­ 
der should be shipped on consignment, 
to be considered the goods of Walton & 
Co. until paid for. Some eight or ton 
thousand dollarB worth of goods were 
shipped on consignment, and Coxe paid 
for part of them, leaving a balance of 
$5,GOO due according to contract, subject 
to demand. Mr. Anthony made a de­ 
mand for the goods, but Mr. Coxe de­ 
murred, and turned over goods valued at 
about $1,800, promising to give him the 
balance the next day. On the next 
morning Mr. Anthony called at Mr. 
Coxe’s place, and the foreman said that 
Mr. Coxe bad 
assigned to W. 
R. Blackburn. Shortly afterward an 
attachment was placed on Coxe’s place 
by Bonestell & Co., of San Francisco, 
through attorneys here, who also acted 
as correspondents of a commercial 
agency. They looked the matter up, 
and voluntarily released the goods on 
which Mr. Anthony had a claim. These 
goods were taken to the city warehouse, 
and one hour after their delivery the at­ 
torney reeeived word by telegraph not to 
release the attaachment on them. On 
the 
next 
Monday Mr. Bonestell 
came here and attached the goods 
himself. Then all of 
the outsid­ 
ers to whom Coxe owed money 
attached for about $2,500. It is a rule 
in law that a debtor may have ten days’ 
to anawer an attachment suit, but on the 
next day Coxe confessed judgment in fa­ 
vor of all bis creditors, excluding Mr. 
Anthony. Subsequent actions on Coxe’s 
part convinced Mr. Anthony that it was 
better for him to take some action in the 
matter, and he swere to a complaint 
charging Coxe 
with embezzlement. 
Coxe was not arrested until yesterday, 
wheu his bail was fixed at 3,000 which 
he furnished.

I t C om ee I!p U n der » D ifferen t 
S ta tem en t o f t a c ts . 
An amended complaint was filed in 
the County Cterk’s office yesterday in 
the case of Joseph F. Nadeau, George 
A. Nadeau, Mary R. Bell and Julia F. 
Tilton against Laura M. Nadeau, the 
widow of Remi Nadeau, who died on 
January 15, 1887. The complaint sets 
forth that plaintiffs were the only heirs 
of deceased, and on December 30, 188G, 
deeeaeed was the owner of property val­ 
ued at $500.000. and of other property 
valued at $800,000. on which there was 
an indebtedness of $550,000, of which 
$225,000 was a lien on the hotel property. 
None of this was community property. 
The plaintiffs allege that on December 
30, 1880, defendant procured from 
deceased an instrument purporting to 
convey to her the hotel property on 
the pretended consideration of love 
and affection, 
and a release from 
defendant of any and all claims against 
the estate for any distributive Bhare 
thereof, and it was further provided that 
the incumbrances on the property should 
he paid off and the defendant should 
have the property, subject to a life estate 
of the deceased, free oud clean from all 
incumbrances. Plaintiffs allege that de 
ceased was, at the time of the signing of 
the document, of unsound mind, and 
wholly unconscious of the nature of the 
transaction; that he had been in bad 
health, and was in tho habit of using in­ 
toxicating liquors to great excess, and 
was at the advanced age of G7, by reason 
of which his mind was impaired, and 


plaintiffs further allege that defendant 
refused to allow them see deceased ex­ 
cept in the presence of herself or her 
childron by a former marriage. Plain­ 
tiffs ask that the instrument be declared 
void. 
THE VERNON DIFFICULTY. 
T h e School T ea c h er in a. S erion a 
D iffic u lty . 
A warrant was reported sworn out yes­ 
terday for the arrest of R. J. Sinnott, the 
school teacher of Vernon, who is charged 
by E. Bowen with an assault with a 
deadly weapon. The affair, it is said, 
grew out of an examination into Mr. 
Sinott’s conduct toward Eva Bowen, 
which was to have been held by the 
Trustees of that school district on Thurs­ 
day afternoon. What this conduct is 
alleged to have been is explained by Era 
Bowen’s statement, which was, “I have 
attended Mr. Sinnott’s school for two 
terms. During the first term he treated 
me nicely, and I liked him as a teacher. 
He was always 
attentive to his 
work and gave me no cause to 
complain. 
At the commencement of 
the second term, last September, he paid 
more attention to me than I thought pro­ 
per. 
He wrote me four notes since that 
time, three of which I have received. 
The messages were insulting to me, and 
I requested him to cease such corres­ 
pondence. The contents of the notes 
were to the effect that he would like to 
meet me alone and talk with me. I told 
Mies Lydia Thompson what lie wrote, 
but not my parents. I showed the notes 
to Eva Richard, and then destroyed 
them, because they were of sucha 
character that I did not cAre to keen 
them. I also told Mary Bravton and 
Forence Cane, schoolmates, about the 
notes. One Saturday, Sinnott asked 
me to come over to the Bchoolhonse 
and help him rearrange the library. 
He said that he had asked some of 
the other girls, and I consented to go. I 
took a friend of mine over with me, bufc 
she had to attend a meeting at the 
church, aud left me alone with him. The 
other girls did not come. On this occa­ 
sion he put his arms around me and 
kissed me. I broke away from him and 
left the room. He calied after me to 
come back and and I refused. He then 
said: ‘AH right you will be sorry for 
this.’ I went home, but did not Bay 
anything to my parents. 
The Mon­ 
day following he was very cross to me 
at school and continued so during tho 
rest of the week, when he treated me 
more kindly and renewed his disagree­ 
able conduct. On another occasion I 
met him a short distance from my horn» 
on Central avenue. He stopped ine and 
wanted me to go out that night with 
him ; but I refused.” 
The friends of Mr. Sinott state that 
there is no truth in the charges and 
Mrs. Sinott states that her husband is 
innocent. The matter will probably be 
fully ventilated in the near future, and 
it was when the Trustees of the Vernon 
district met to bear testimony in the 
matter that the alleged assault as de­ 
scribed iu yesterday's H e r a ld took 
place. 
A D a n g e ro u s P la c e . 
A singular accident occurred yesterday 
afternoon on the line of the Depot Street­ 
car railway, plying between the Wolf­ 
skin depot and Spring street. About 
300 yards north of Fifth street and 
Wolfskill avenue a large zanja crosses 
the road and is guarded by culverts, the 
planks of which are about two feet apart. 
The roadway over the ditch is not pro­ 
tected from these culuerts and, as the car 
was on its way to town, the horses be­ 
came frightened at a drunken man who 
had fallen down on the road a few yarda 
ahead and they jumped directly at the 
culvert. One of the animals fell between 
two of the planks, and gradually kicked 
his way down into the ditch several feet 
below. He lay there like a rat in a trap, 
for, although he had forced his way in, 
he couid not be gotten out in the same 
manner, and it became necessary to saw 
away the surrounding culverts. Until 
the place is fixed aud closely boarded up 
there will be great danger to passing 
vehicles, aud the Superintendent of 
Streets would do well to look into the 
matter at once.

He has 
already had twenty acres cleared and 
0,000 Muscat vines planted, and although 
they have only been in the grouud about 
three weeks, they are already commenc­ 
ing to bud. Mr. Durbrow has planted 
on his ranch a number of gum Arabic, 
fig, and other trees, and says that they 
are all doing remarkably well.

The directors of the Los Angeles Cable 
Company at their meeting held ou 
Thursday night declared a dividend of 
50 cents a share, payable on April 18th, 
1889. This is a dividend of6 per centón 
the quarter or 24 per cent |>er annum, 
which is therefore a very flattering re­ 
turn.

Tho City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Frankenfield in the chair, 
and all present except Mr. Shafer.

Three weeks a^o one could hardly 
meet a man on the streets who was not 
either starting or preparing to start for 
the Santa Clara mines. 
Now, there is 
no trick in finding half-a-dozen men in 
the space of a block who have just re­ 
turned from those mines, and whose “ lips 
drop curses” on those who got up the 
blankety-blank fake and swindle. 
Yesterday a patriarchal 
old miner 
named 
Andrews, 
who 
has 
been 
through 
it 
all 
in 
the 
course 
of a prolonged lifetime, came into the 
H kkalo office for the eminently Chris­ 
tian purpose of lifting up his voice 
through these columns “ to prevent any 
one going to those mines to put money 
into the shrunken pouch of the Interna­ 
tional Company of Mexico, and to gratify 
the greed of the insatiable 
Mexican 
Customs Officer.” 
“ I was sent for from Calico,” said Mr. 
Andrews, “ to go and investigate the new 
mines, in the interest of Mr. Cole and 
Mr. Campbell, of this city, who knew 
that L iiad spent a lifetime in following 
up those excitements, and would be lia­ 
ble to tell, with tolerable accuracy, just 
how much or how little there was in the 
new alleged El Dorado. 
“ I went by steamer from San Diego 
to Ensenada, and from there to the 
placers by stage. 
I found absolutely 
nothing worthy of the name of a mine 
there. That is ail there is to that. 
“ YVe had only been a few minutes in 
camp when a Mexican came up to us and 
showed us a fine specimen, which he 
Baid he had just found, but we were in­ 
formed by one of the men who had been 
some time in camp that the same identi­ 
cal nugget had done service of that sort 
every day—and sometimes several times 
a day—since the 
cam p started. 
It 
was a portion of the “ salting” of the 
fraud mines. 
“ I stayed long enough to satisfy m y­ 
self that there is not, and cannot be, any 
profitable work done in the Santa Clara 
mines. 
W hy, I watched the rockers 
closely, and I never saw even a half dol­ 
lar’s worth taken out, and it was rarely, 
very rarely indeed, that a ’color’ was 
found. The men who are at work there 
are not making 00 cents a day. 
“ The breaking up of the camp has set 
in and made good progress. Those who 
brought considerable supplies with them 
are selling them as rapidly as they can 
dispose of them. One m an sold a tent to 
ns for $30 for which he had paid $00 
duty at Tia Juana, besides the original 
cost. 
Bacon is selling at 25 cents a 
ponnd which paid 40 cents a pound duty 
to the Mexican customs officers. 
Flour 
is selling at $2 a sack, and mining tools 
are a drug in the market. 
Mr. Cole 
bought a pick and shovel there for 50 
cents, and brought them back with him 
when he came home. 
“ The formation at Santa Clara—la m 
speaking especially of Spanish Gulch—is 
a brownish granite, and there is an en ­ 
tire absence of slate and clay. 
The 
quartz ledges, of which so much has 
been said, are what m iners call ‘gash’ 
ledges, of a wedge or V shape, running 
down between walls of granite. 
“ Y\rhether it is the case or not, there 
is no denying that the impression is 
strong—amounting even to conviction— 
among the men dcnm there that the 
International Company of Mexico have 
worked up the excitement for purposes 
of their own. 
It is certainly the fact that 
men in their employ are prospecting all 
over the country and locating ledges.” 
Another young fellow in the typical 
m iner’s garb stated to a H e r a l d man 
that he had just returned that afternoon 
the mines, and very glad to get back he 
was. 
His language was even stronger 
than that used by Mr. Andrews, and he 
was unsparing in his condemnation of 
the bilks who had started the excitement. 


TOURIST TRAVEL. 


S e w A r r a n g e m e n t» 
S la d e \ enter* 
d a y —P u llm a n » » C a m , 
On important meeting of coast railroad 
men was held in San Francisco yester­ 
day morning to decide what was to be 
done regarding the second-class tourist 
business. As a result, the.following dis­ 
patch was received here soon after noon 
by Mr. J. B. Quigley, of the Burlington 
road, from Coast Agent YV. D. Sanborn : 
“ After April 1st we will not run free 
excursions west of Ogden. 
Regular 
Pullm an rates to Ogden will be charged 
by our road—free berths beyond that 
point. Copy of agreem ent arrived at 
will be mailed to you to-day,” 
This effectually disposes of the free 
tourist berth service outof Southern Cali­ 
fornia, the party which will be sent out 
of here on the 28th inst. by the Burling­ 
ton route being the last of the old 
regimé. All of the complications which 
have arisen since Pullm an bought up the 
tourist cars on most of the YVestern 
roads will also be done away with, and 
the result will certainly be an improve­ 
m ent all around. The lines at present 
holding out against the Pullm an berth 
rates to excursion passengers are the 
Burlington, Rock Island, Denver and Rio 
Grande, Chicago and Alton, Union Pa­ 
cific and YValterB, but their tether will 
come to an end with the present month. 
From and after April 1st, therefore, sec­ 
ond-class passengers to Eastern points 
m ust in addition to their tickets pur­ 
chase berth checks, but on account of 
the Burlington and Rock Island roads 
running via the Denver & Rio Grande, 
and therefore not having to pay the 
Pullm an rates beyond Ogden, all of the 
lines will muko an uniform charge on ex­ 
cursion days of $2 for berths to all points 
East. 
The firet of the new tourist cars which 
Pullm an has built for the California 
second-class business was in the YVolf- 
skill depot on Wednesday evening, and 
went out with the Phillips* Union Pacific 
party. Outwardly it presents a much 
more attractive appearance than the old 
style of car, being handsomely painted 
and paneled, the nam e “ Pullman*' ap­ 
pearing

letters.

plain, nnvarniBhed facts about the gold 
mines as I have gleaned them from good, 
reliable authorities — men who know 
whereof they speak. I left Lna Angeles 
Wednesday. March 6th, at 3 :50 r. m., via 
California Southern railroad. On the 
train I was fortunate to form the acquaint­ 
ance of a party of three who were on 
their way to the Santa Clara mineB. We 
arrived in San Diego that night at U 
o’clock, and looked about us to learn the 
best way of getting to the mineB. The 
overland route presented many great dif­ 
ficulties. 
We spent all day Thursday 
aud Friday perfecting our purchases and 
getting our manifest all correct, and de­ 
termined to go by boat to Ensenada, 
which we did on Saturday morning, and 
arrived here that evening. 
YY'e experi­ 
enced no difficulty in landing with our 
luggage, as the officials here have deter­ 
mined to place no obstacle in tlio way of 
parties seeking their fortune in this coun­ 
try, which is undoubtedly full ofgultl; 
but let me give fair warning to all that 
the true facts are not known, and all is 
not told that should he told. 
I know- 
nothing, personally, about the mines, 
and it is not my desire to discourage 
others from coming here; but let them 
look before they leap. Every story I have 
heard from the American side is very 
much exagggerated. The placer mines 
of Santa Clara are only two miles long, 
and every foot of that ground is taken 
up. I would not advise any but practical 
miners to come here at all. 
Our party—consisting of Dr. G. M. 
Ellingsworth, Dr. B. Dozier, YV. D. 
Chaffee, Judge E . D. Singletary, Captain 
Joe Ferner, YV. D. S. Harrington and YV. 
H. Fitzpatrick—all from Los Angeles, 
are equipped for a two m onths’ stay, and 
you shall hear from me again during that 
time if you report the facts as I write 
them to you. 
Gold nuggets cannot be taken out of 
every pan of dirt, neither can the gold be 
had by diggiDg a few shovelfuls of dirt. 
My advice to my friends who never ex- 
>erienced a rough journey is to stay at 
iome 
I am nronared for the worst, and 
shall know whether or not there is any 
gold in this section that can be worked 
out with profit. 
Many come here and 
expect to find gold such as is on exhibi­ 
tion in the stores, and when they have 
dug up a few shovelfuls of dirt and find 
it not, they go away discouraged, glad to 
get back to Ensenada, and take the 
steamer home. 
YVe expect to buy plenty 
of provisions at the mines as cheap as 
we could in Los Angeles. If any old 
prospectors come, let them buy no pro­ 
visions until tbev reach Ensenada, and 
all the baggage they bring let it be in 
their hands. Picks and shovels can be 
bought 
at 
the mines 
for a song 
from the disappointed clerks and others 
who 
left good 
jobs 
to 
try their 
fortune at something they know noth­ 
ing of—gold mining. To the sorrow of 
many, who cannot adapt themselves to 
all circumstances, they have found that 
jold mining is a trade that requries some 
ittle experience. 
YVe have two experi­ 
enced miners with our party and are 
prepared to endure many hardships, and 
we fancy we shall strike a quartz ledge or 
two if any are to be had. 
Two-ihirds of 
the crowd that are at the mines now will 
leave there within a week, and those left 
behind will stay until their provisions 
give out or until they strike a ledge. 
There is gold there, but not one out of 
twenty-five will strike it, and do not fail 
to impress your readers with that fact.

A war is being made on the fan tan 
games in ChinAtown, instigated by the 
Chinese merchants themselves, who say 
that they experience great difficulty in 
collecting their debts while the games 
aro running.

A T errible m istake. 
In all portions of this section an amaz­ 
ing number of orange trees are being 
planted this season. One land syndicate 
near San Bernardino is credited with 
netting out 31,000 trees of this kind 
Literally thousands oi our farmers «re 
setting out from 200 to 1,000 trees each. 
This is not the mistake outlined in the 
heading to this article. It is the very 
wisest, by all odds, of 
all the 
enterprises any man could go into, 
"But the great mistake íb the source 
whence the trees come to supply this 
demand. It is a sad commentary on our 
lack of thrift and enterprise that the 
orchards of this section are and have 
been all the season almost hare of young 
orange trees. 
We were all so busy 
speculating in corner lots out at the 
Monte or near San Juan-by-the-Sea, that 
we forgot to lift a shovelful of dirt or put 
s seed of any sort in the ground. The 
result of all this is that our planters 
have to send to Florida for young trees 
to set their orchards. 
And the worst of all, this is that the 
lack cannot be supplied at once. 
It 
an easy matter to advise orcbardists to 
plant a large number of seeds of the 
orange this year. The advice probably 
is superfluous. No doubt this will be 
done in abundant measure. But the 
trees will not be available for setting 
next year nor the year after. A tree 
four or five years from the seed is the one 
desirable for planting. If we are rightly 
informed a tree is two years old or there­ 
abouts before it is fit to graft. Then it 
takes two years at least to get the graft 
well set an d started to justify transplant­ 
ing with an expectation of vigorous de­ 
velopment after that trying ordeal. Thus 
it looks as if several feasons must inter­ 
vene before there will be a sufficient sup* 
ply of home grown orange trees in this 
region. 
All this would not be so bad if the im­ 
ported trees were likely to do nearly so 
well as those grown at home. But 
Florida has a climate very different from 
that of Southern California. It is very 
close and hot in the spring, summer and 
fall months, and rather cold in the 
winter. The frost is much more severe 
than with us. 
Then the Florida 
trees grow in a damp atmosphere. 
They are accustomed to frequent and 
abundant rains. The roots of these trees 
grow in perpetual moisture. How differ­ 
ent all this from the influence to which 
theee trees will be subjected when trans­ 
planted to Los Angeles or other portions 
of this section! How different the habit 
of growth which these trees have devel 
oped in tkeir original habitat to that 
which 
they 
must 
adapt 
them 
selves 
to 
when 
they 
are 
set 
here! Of course, in time this adapta 
tion will rake place, bat nntil the 
trees adopt their new habits, they will 
not flourish as they should. Theee 
imported trees will require great care 
and nursing in their new homes. They 
will need more water, probably, than 
thoae grown from seed here. Then the 
orchards in Florida are not plowed as 
with 
os. 
The 
constant 
stirring 
of 
the 
ground near 
the 
tree 
and 
the inevitable destruction of 
so many of the fibrous, surface roots may 
be found to be very deleterious to the 
young trees. Those planting them will 
do well to watch them with especial care 
and see that they are kept in good health 
so as to insure steady growth and robust 
health.

During the years while the boom was 
at its height a great deal was done in 
the way of preliminary steps tending to 
the development of the resources of this 
county. The most important things ac­ 
complished by the great speculative ex­ 
citement were the partial segregation of 
the big ranches and the making known 
of our resources and of the attractions oi 
the section to the outside world.

Much sf this territory 
was sold in these small subdivisions to 
actual settlers, and much more was sold 
to people who intend at a day not far re­ 
mote to settle on their possessions and 
develop the resources that lie in the 
soil. Also thousands and tens of thous­ 
ands in all parts of the Union were made 
intimately acquainted with the facts re 
garding this section and the possibilities 
of it. Note that in all this there has 
been very little actual advance made. 
All, or nearly all this is preliminary 
work. The segregation of the big 
ranches into 
small 
farms does 
not 
plant 
them 
to 
oranges 
nor produce any other sort of crops. 
Neither does the spreading abroad of the 
story of our attractions at once fill the 
valley with actual and permanent set­ 
tlers. 
Here is the mistake we are mak­ 
ing just now. The great speculative era 
is for the present passed. Is that all there 
was in the whole business? Now that 
base bands, big flags, wild-voiced auc­ 
tioneers and sales of lots at auction are 
passed, shall we sit and look at our 
possessions produce malva and nettles 
for all coming time, and neither plant 
the lands ourselves nor try to dispose of 
them to such people as will develop their 
riches? 
However unwisely others 
may answer 
these queries, there 
is 
here 
one 
company 
whose 
views and methods ar9 in a wiser 
vein. The Redondo and Inglewood pec 
pie are not blind speculators. They saw 
in Redondo and Inglewood property in 
which there lay great latent possibilities 
They purchased there lands not to let 
them lie idle for an indefinite time, bnt 
to develop their resources at once. Here 
is the most charming seaeido resort in 
any part of the broad universe. Here íb 
what can be made an excellent harbor 
for ships, where a large commerce may 
be developed. Here are thousands of 
acres of the best soil on the globe, smiled 
on by the sunniest skies that shine 
out of the heavens. There are possibi­ 
lities here which the wise, experienced 
and practical men who have put their 
money in the venture see. But they do 
not propose to sit idly by and wait like 
the famous Micawber for another boom 
to turn up. Boom or no boom, here is 
an enterprise with a great future before 
it. And all hands are as busy as nailers 
getting things in shape to bring out all 
there is in the property. Wharves are 
being built, a hotel is about to be 
erected, railroads in several directions 
aro planned for to-morrow or next day. 
There has only been the merest 
beginning made of developing the 
re8ousces 
of 
any 
part 
ot this 
section. 
It 
remains 
with those 
of us here to do the work of devel­ 
opment. The Redondo people are not 
trying to sell sites for seaside villas on 
promises for the future. They are not 
trying to put actual settlers on their 
lands by telling of exploits of the distant 
future. They are doing a great deal of 
actual work, saying nothing about what 
they intend to do next year, and not try­ 
ing very hard to induce others to take 
their property off their hands. It is the 
opinion of these men that the proper way 
to develop is to develop. They do not 
propose to await the result of some for­ 
tuitous influence to create a value 
and a 
market 
for 
what 
they 
have to sell. Their property has a value 
intrinsic to itself, and they propose to 
make this value patent to all beholders. 
This is their way of creating a market. 
Men and boomers, one and all, this is 
the way to bring back the days of pros­ 
perity and active movement. If you will 
all emulate the fine example of this en­ 
ergetic, enterprising and sagacious syn 
dicate, we shall not for a single moment 
bemoan the dullness of the times.

This is a new departure, and 
in a bad line. The executive sessions of 
the Senate of the United States are un­ 
democratic and un-republican, but the 
pretensions of this august body are not 
to be imitated in matters municipal.

A Member of the Snpreme 
Court Bench Dead. 


AN ABLE JURIST AND JUDGE. 


Testimony of Kis Ability and Worth 
By Some of the Most Em inent 
Men of the Day. 


[ Asmclated Press D lsrttchcs to the ITkhaldI 
W a sh in g to n, March 22 —Justice Stan­ 
ley Matthews died at 10 o’clock. 
The last change in the condition of 
Justice Matthews occurred yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. In the morning 
he had been feeling comfortable and 
cheerful. At that hour, however, the in­ 
tense pain which marked the periods cf 
his decline recurred and never left him 
nntil death brought relief. Dr. William 
W. Johnston was summoned, and find­ 
ing the patient suffering so intensely, 
administered • opiates, which, toward 
morning, induced a state of semi-con­ 
sciousness, in which he remained nntil 
the end. Occasionally he would par­ 
tially revive and recognize the loved ones 
near him by a glonce or pressure of the 
hand, but a relapse Boon followed. For 
a number of hours previous to his death 
lie was practically unconscious. 
In his last hours the dying Justice was 
surrounded by the members of his 
family. 
The remains will be interred in the 
family lot at SpriDg Grove Cemetery, 
Cincinnati, but the details are notto.be 
perfected until the arrival of the dead 
Justice’s oldest son, Mortimer Matthews, 
of Cincinnati, and his youngest daugh­ 
ter. Grace, wife of Horace Cleveland, 
Assistant United States District Attorney 
at Cincinnati, and nephew of Justice 
Harlan. 
The engagement of Mies Matthews and 
Justice Gray was announced this week 
and the marriage was expected to occur 
shortly. 
In the United States Supreme Court 
immediately upon aeeembliug, the Chief 
Juatice announced the death of Justice 
Matthews, and as a mark of respect to 
his memory the court adjourned until 
Tuesday. The immediate cause of death 
was exhaustion of the heart aud conges­ 
tion of the kidneys. 
In the Senate, the Chaplain in his 
opening prayer, made a feeling reference 
to the death of Justice Matthews. 
The 
Vice-President laid before the Senate a 
note from the Chief Justice, announcing 
the death of Matthews, saying the 
funeral would probably occur Monday. 
Adjourned out of respect to the dead 
jurist. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning, 
intelligence of the death of Associate 
Justice Matthews reached the Supreme 
Court-room. The proper officers im­ 
mediately authorized the draping in 
black of the seat lately occupied by the 
Associate Justice. When the hour of 12 
arrived, the Court assembled as usual. 
Upon taking his seat, the Chief Justice 
made the following announcement: 
“ This Court has received tho melancholy 
intelligence of the dea' h of its beloved 
member. Justice Mat'hews, in thi9 city 
at 10 o’clock this morniug. No business, 
therefore, will be transacted, and the 
Court will adjourn until Tuesday.’’ 
Justice Matthews has bean an invalid 
for a year or more. During the winter of 
1887-88 he frequently complained of in­ 
digestion and muscular rheumatism, and 
as the spring wore on he began to suffer 
from obstinate diarrh<»*a, from which he 
loet a great deal of strength and flesh. 
At this time it was thought that his 
great devotion to work was to a largo de­ 
gree responsible for his illness, as no 
doubt it was, and, acting upon tho ad­ 
vice of his physicians and friends, who 
had great hopes that a change of air might 
prove a lasting benefit, he went to Mas­ 
sachusetts, stepping somo time at Lenox, 
then at Nantucket, but he continued to 
lose ground. During the su miner he had 
several attacks of muscular rheumatism, 
associated with high fever, which would 
confine him to bed several days at a 
time. Oa his return home he began to 
improve somewhat, but continued to suf­ 
fer from intermittent attacks, which al­ 
ways greatly reduced his strength and 
flesh. These came on at intervals of 
three or four weeks. Between them tie 
would have periods of marked improve­ 
ment, aud several times when Dr. 
Johnson was confidently hoping to be 
able to get him out, another attack 
would prostrate him and leave him 
weaker than ever. 
Justice Field, who knew Justice 
Matthews intimately, more so perhaps 
than any other member of the eourt, 
expressed to a representative of the As­ 
sociated Press, after the court ad­ 
journed, the sentiments of himself and 
his associates upon the death of their 
brother Justice. Said he: “ The mem­ 
bers of the Supreme Court deeply dc 
plore the death of Justice Matthews. 
They had became attached to him in an 
unusual degree.They recognized his great 
legal ability; but even moro they appre­ 
ciated the warmth of his affectionate 
nature. He was an induatriocH judge, 
and his decisions exhibited wide re­ 
search and thorough culture. He was 
an able lawyer, a wise judge aud a 
Christian gentleman.” 
The death of Justice Matthews was 
the subject of conversation among tho 
Senators to-day, many of whom had 
served with him during his term in the 
Senate, and, on every hand, words of re­ 
gret and eulogy were paid. 
Senator Sherman said: “ The death 
of Justice Matthews comes with a shock 
to me. He was a man thoroughly fitted 
for the position he occupied—a trained 
lawyer, with a judicial mind of the high­ 
est order. It is uo disparagement to hia 
associates to say that he was their equal 
in point of equity. His love of justice 
was intuitive, and his decisions were 
mathematical demonstrations. He main­ 
tained the position for which his mind 
was best fitted. Most of his friends con­ 
cede that he was not a wise politician, 
but no one doubted his being a gieat 
judge. 
His death will be sincerely 
mourned by a multitude of friends, and 
his place will be hard to fill.’’ 
Senator Teller said: “Justice Mat­ 
thews’ appointment was an excellent 
one, and he did not disappoint hiB 
friends. He was a man of commanding 
talent. I served with him in the Senate 
and became quite intimate with him, and 
had a high regard for him.’’ 
Senator Harris: “ I had known Justice 
Matthews personally for many years. He 
was a man of absolute purity aiid integ­ 
rity, and a lawyer of great ability.” 
Senator Mitchell: “I became acquaint­ 
ed with him twelve years ago when he 
entered the Senate, and served with him 
two yearson the Committee on Railroads. 
There I had every opportunity to be­ 
come intimately acquainted with him, 
and have known him ever since as Sena­ 
tor and J uatice of the Supreme Coart. 


His death is a great los3 to the bench aud 
the country. 
Mr. Hoar: “There waa some difference 
of opinion as to the expediency of Justice 
Matthews’ appointment when he went 
upon the bench. This was due to a fear 
that his judicial opinions might be biased 
in favor of the great railroad interests 
which he bad so largely represented as 
counsel. I never myself shared this fear 
for a moment. Judge .Matthews has 
taken his place in the highest rank of 
magistrates who have sat upon tho bench 
of the Supreme Court oi the United 
States from the beginning of the govern­ 
ment. It has never occurred to any­ 
body since hiB appointment to question 
his absolute impartiality. Every intelli­ 
gent man will now agree that he wras in 
his rightful and appropriate place in that 
tribunal to whose arbitration all the in­ 
terests of the country are submitted, and 
which keeps the forces of State and 
Nation alike within their appointed 
bounds.” 
A large number of messages of con­ 
dolence wore received during the after­ 
noon. Among them was the following:

D ea r M rs . M a t t h e w s—I have heard 
with most profouud regret of the death 
of your most honored husband. The 
sense of loss and bereavemeut which you 
feel will be shared by our people. I have 
known Justice Matthews for many yearn, 
and had a very high appreciation of hiB 
character and learning. That you may 
be comforted and sustained in this hour 
of trial is my most sincere prayer. Very

Arrangements for the funeral were 
practically concluded this evening Re­ 
ligious services will bo held at his late 
residence on Connecticut avenue, Mon­ 
day afternoon ?.t 1 o’clock. They will be 
brief and simple, and will bo conducted 
by Itsv. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of the 
Church of the Covenant. At the conclu­ 
sion, the remains will be removed to the 
Baltimore ond Ohio station for transpor­ 
tation to Glendale, Ohio, by way of Cin­ 
cinnati. Religious services will be held 
there at Christ's Episcopal Church un­ 
der the conduct of Rev. Dr. Price, Rec­ 
tor, on Tuesday afternoon, aud the re­ 
mains will then be removed to Spring 
Grove Cemetery for interment. The 
members of the Supreme Court will ac­ 
company the remains as honorary pall­ 
bearers, and the messengers of the court 
will be tho active pall-bearere. 
N ew Y o r k , March 22.—On hearing 
of the death of Justice Matthews, Mayor 
Grant ordered the National, State and 
municipal flags to be hoisted at half- 
most over tbr City Hail out of respect, to 
the memory of the distinguished jurist.

ROBBERS HUNTED DUWN. 


Vengeful Vigilantes go After 
the Gang. 


THE BAND IS BROUGHT TO BAY. 


A T errible Fight Must Follow Before 
the Doomed Desperadoes eau 
be Captured. 


I Associated Press Dlsoatches to the H erald. | 
U n io n to w n, Pa., March 22.—A large 
party of vigilantes from Uniontown, 
York and other points have gone into 
the mountains near Marklinsburg, where 
the McClellantown robbers are supposed 
to be camped, with the intention of cap­ 
turing the outl aws. Both rides are well 
armed, and if there is a conflict there will 
probably be much bloodshed. Should 
an assault fail to surprise the inmates of 
the camp, the vigilantes propose to sur­ 
round it and starve out the gang, shoot­ 
ing any one who makes hia appearance 
with arms. The camp is thirty miles 
distant. 
L a t e r.—This evening word was re­ 
ceived here that the Vigilantes had tried 
to force an entrance into a log house in 
which the robbers are at hay, during 
which shots were exchanged on both sides 
without injury to any one. The robbers 
refused to surrender, and are prepared 
to sell their lives as dearly as possible, 
and to die if they cannot escape under 
cover of the darkness. 
Nine men and 
three women constitute tho part> in the 
house. The attacking party lias the 
house well surrounded. The intelligence 
tint-, the band was corralled, spread like 
wild fire here, and soon Sheriff Miller 
had started for the scene of the difficulty 
with a large posse raised here. The 
vicinity of the robbery is ablaze with 
excitement, men hurrying there from 
all parts of the mountains, and with a 
good leader they expect to finally land 
the band in jail.

Following is Senator Quay’s reply: 
My Dear General: The flag and 
guidon of the Fifth l’ennsylvania Cav­ 
alry, captured by your command, with 
the accompanying note, were huuded me 
to-day. I undertake, with much satis­ 
faction, to transmit the colors to their 
former proprietors, and assure you that 
they will be received by the survivors of 
the regiment in the kindly spirit in 
which you deliver them, and will be 
tenderly treasured for the sake of old 
associations, and as one of the multiply­ 
ing evidences that the issues and ani­ 
mosities of the civil waruie faded. I am, 
General, with much esteem, yours truly, 
M. S. Q u a y. 
In accordance with the above, the Hags 
were to day tent to the proper parties in 
Pennsylvania, to be handed to their 
former guardians. 
Im p o rtan t R ailroad D erision . 
W a sh in g to n, March 22.—The Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission, by Com­ 
missioner Morrison, rendered its decision 
to-day in the case of the Northwestern 
Iowa Grain and Stock Shippers’ Associa­ 
tion vs. the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railroad Company. It states that a rail 
road company making different rates fcr 
the same distances on different branches 
of its road must justify them by showing 
that there is a difference in the cost of 
carrying on tho different branches. The 
company, by long maintaining a rate 
without tho presence of competition on 
other than equal terms, makes or gives 
evidence that such a rate is not too low'. 
The company which has two routes be­ 
tween noints cannot lawfully charge 
more for the shorter than for tho loDger 
distance either. A road can carry freight 
from points on its main line cheaper than 
another road can carry over a branch 
road with separate equipment to and over 
its main line, and where one of such 
branch lines must carry in competition 
with another road from its main line sta­ 
tions, the rate on that branch establishes 
no criterion for branches not so situated. 
The Company gave special rateB to corn- 
shippers in Nebraska to a point in Illi­ 
nois, by means of which com reached 
the seaboard at low through rates. When 
the Compauy denied, as it did, such 
special advantages to corn shippers in 
Iowa, it gave unlawful preference to the 
Nebraska shippers. 
F u tal Flam e*. 
St . L o u is, M o., March 22.—A fire 
broke out this afternoon iu the Standard 
Baggage Factory, on Stoddard avenue, 
near Twelfth. The whole concern was a 
group of old buildings with very little 
fire protection. Owing to tho inflam­ 
mable nature of the building and con­ 
tents, the flames spread rapidly, and the 
wildest panic ensued amongst the 200 
employes, the most of whom were girls. 
The few men employed in tho building 
worked bravely, and succeeded in lead­ 
ing the panic-stricken girls through the 
smoko and flames to a place where they 
could drop out to low adjoining buildings, 
and all were saved with the exception of 
Ada Labrecht, who was found terribly 
burned. Charles Gufran remained on 
the third floor too long, and found all 
means of escape cat off save by the 
window. 
Ho took this as his only 
chance, jumped and was terribly in­ 
jured by the fall, but will not die.

Bismarck Says He Put His 
Foot in It. 


H IS FOOL CONDUCT CONDKMNED. 


K lein In v ites B laine to Send Him 
an d Sew all to T h a t C onfer­ 
ence a t B erlin.

B erlin, March 22.—The government 
b se issued a W hite Book of Samoan af- 
lairs. I t shows that, on March [), Bis­ 
marck wrote H err Steubel, the newly- 
appointed Consul of Germany to Samoa, 
describing the conduct of Dr. Knappe, 
h is predecessor in office, as lacking in 
calm ness and coolness, and as contrary 
to the lines of Emperor W illiam’s policy, 
w ith which Knappe had been well ac­ 
quainted. 
Knappe, Bismarck 
wrote, 
h a d apparently lost his head, owing to a 
letter from H err Grandeis, Tamasee’s 
prim e minister, published in the last 
W hite Book, and the presence of three 
xnen-ot-war at Samoa. 
Referring to Knappe’s subsequent pro­ 
posal to annex Samoa, Bismarck reiter­ 
ates his view that to seek to effect a 
change in the political situation in Samoa 
w ithout, the consent of England and 
America would not accord with treaty 
•arrangements. 
Knappe’a action, relat- 
i ng to the quett on of annexation, is in­ 
comprehensible, because his experience 
an d instructions ought to have Bhown 
him th at his desire to annex Samoa was 
oopoaed to the policy conducted by the 
C o ¿cellar in conformity with the Em* 
peror's intentions. 
Knappe justified the arrest of the Eng­ 
lishm an Gallien on the ground that the 
latter recommended Mataafa to apply to 
G r >y, ex-Governor of New Zealand, for 
assistance. 
Investigation proved that 
G allien was not aware of the significance 
of his acts. 
New Y ork, March 22.—John C. Klein 
¿h e Samoan correspondent, has arrived 
here, 
in conversation he said : “ I am 
ready, and, indeed, anxious to go to 
Berlin to give my testimony before the 
Conference in regard to mv connection 
w ith Samoan matters. 
I also think ex­ 
Consul-General Sewall, whose official 
acts cannot fail to be approved by every 
honest American, should also be Bent 
by the Government to Berlin. 
I hope 
Blaine will consider it advisable to send 
na both to Germany." 
Another point to which he desired to 
call attention was that Dr. Knappe and 
B n n d .is, 
German officers, had been 
“ recalled” presumably in disgrace, but 
really that they might be present in Ber­ 
lin at the sittings of the Conference be­ 
fore a decision is to be made. The ap­ 
pointm ent of Steubel to replace Dr. 
Knappe as German Consul-General has 
been accompanied by an intimation that 
h e will turn out an improvement on his 
1 ted iceefiir. 
The German squadron has 
been placed under his authority, and 
Klein avers there is little doubt that he 
will use it against the Sámoans, while 
abstaining irom openly annoying the 
Americans or English.

O u r P u b l i c S c la o o l* . 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d — I see the Tribune 
anil Timet of Friday morning that I, M. 
W haling, was severely censured by them 
for presnming to offer any opposition or 
objection to the plans and methods pro­ 
posed and adopted by the other mem­ 
bers of the Board. And because 1 man 
fully and fairly advocated what I deemed 
to bo for the best interests of the public 
schools, I was charged with “ making a 
stump-speech.” But in order to do me 
justice, it becomes necessary to know t he 
resolutions before the Board, and what I 
said there. 
In the first place, there was 
a resolution offered to adopt the rules 
already in force, and which governed the 
old Board. To this I objected on the 
ground that the new Board was not fa­ 
miliar with them , and I could not hon­ 
estly and conscientiously adopt a system 
of rules of which neither I nor the other 
members of the Board had any knowl­ 
edge, and that it was the duty of the 
Board to first present and study the same 
before their adoption. The second reso­ 
lution offered was that the present teach­ 
ers at their present salaries be retained. 
I opposed this resolution on the ground 
that the Board was as yet unfamiliar with 
the subject, and ehould take no action in 
the m atter until they had time and op­ 
portunity to aecertain the qualifications 
of the teachers and the value of their 
services. 
The third resolution 
offered 
and 
adopted was that there should be a vaca­ 
tion of the public schools for two weeks 
in April, anil I opposed this resolution 
on the grounds: First, because it was 
neither legally nor morally right that 
teachers should be paid for services 
which they did not render, and that they 
should be held to the strict enforcement 
of their contract and legal obligations in 
teaching all the time for which they are 
paid ; and, second, although I cherished 
a deep sympathy for the ilaar little 
schoolmaruiB, still I felt as if I owed a 
higher duty to the citizens of Los An­ 
geles and their children, and that if the 
teachers enjoyed the vacation, the chil­ 
dren m ight be plaving hoodlum or led 
into such mischief during the vacation 
as would tend to make hoodlums of 
them . 
If the above argum ents and ob- 
ectiooR may be called a “ stump speech,” 
then I 
hope I may ever continue to 
make stump speeches, and I believe I 
will have the sympathy and co-operation 
of every good citizen of Los Angeles.
